4. In the report un the sarernge’ of the 
high level district the obj-ctions to the us 
of storm-water channels for the couveyate 
of sewage, were fully act forth.

& The methoda for tho improvement of 
the drainage of this, and other districts, 
suggested in my report of 1°82, havo not 
been tried. This is fortunate, for my 
subsequent experience leads to the cou- 
clusion that thoy weuld not have remedied, 
completely, the evila which existed thua, 
and which exiat still. 

6. As regards the cons!ruction of the 
branch-sewers no appreciablo improvement 
With a few exceptions, 
avy. extensions that have been carried out, 
have been mado upon no definite-prindiple, 
It will now be necessary to ro-sewer tho 
whole district with earthenware pipes ; and 
to divert tho sewage proper, or dry-wenther- 
flow of the sowers, from the storm-water

4. The first question that must be dis- 
cussed isthe number and position of the 
power ont-fulla, Now the sea must bo the 
ultimate recuptacte for the sewago of 
Victoris. When the syatem of self-cl’ans- 
ing sewers is complete, the sawage will be 
delivered into tho harbour fresh, before 
putrifaction has commenced, assuming 
always that the house-draina are in order, 
Jn this condition, sewage is comparatively 
inoffensive, and is reudily consumed by 
marine organisms, great and smal}. 

8. The following are the, leading con. 
siderations, which rule the scloction of 
position for sewer out-falls, Tbe sewage 
should bo delivered into water, not leas 
than six feot deep, at extreme low water, 
and at points whora there is an wninter- 
tupted flow of tide: so that tho effluent 
may be removed and diluted, as quickly as 
possible, For this reason, salient angles 
‘are preferable to re-entering as the position 
of out-falls, 

9, The existing Praya affurds a vory con- 
siderable range of choice, as to the position 
of out-falls, When the new reclamations 
are completes and the extraordinary irte- 
gularities in alignment, which distigure the 
existing Praya, have disappeared ; one 
position will be very nearly as govd a8 
another, Therefore there will ba ne necea- 
sity for constructing custly interceptiug- 
sewers, to conduct the sewage to one er 
two, great out-falls, Indeed, unless the 
sewage is wholly intercepted and curried, 
aay, to an outfall to Sulphur Channel, 
opposite Grean Island, or to North Point ; 
no apprectable benefit will reault from its 
concentration, to anyone out-fall, Such 
complete interception cannot be effected,

10. The*oompleto interception of the 
sewage, from the harbour-frontage, would 
be exceedingly exponsive, both as to first 
cost and maintenance. It would not effect, 
apy appreciable improvement in tho eani- 
tary condition of the city ; nor, considering 
the. mass. of vessels which frequent ‘the 
Praya, and the garbage. which they. throw 
overboard, would tho amenity of the-place 
be increased, The Praya,is nod -a pro.
